With the Town Meeting warrant closing next Fri- 
day, Jan. 12, the School Building Committee needs 
quickly to determine how much more money it will 
ask taxpayers to approve to complete the Andover 
High School construction project. 

Workers have already used the entire $1.4 million 
contingency fund that was set aside for unanticipat- 
ed expenses, and architects estimate another 
$800,000 in contingency money is needed to finish 
construction. Town and school officials are also con- 
sidering whether they want to add back some items 
they have already cut from the financially-plagued 
project. 

“We haven't zeroed in on the number yet. I think 
a lot of that will be discussed at the (building com-

orma A. Gammon is the 
Neamt librarian at 

Memorial Hall Library, 
chairwoman of the town’s 350th 
Anniversary Committee, and has 
been a familiar face in working 
groups for a variety of local pro- 
jects for many years. Now she is 
also the first recipient of the 
Townsman’s Community Spirit 
Award. 

Townsman editor Perry Col- 
more last week presented Ms. Gam- 
mon with a dozen long-stemmed 
roses as part of her award. She will 
also receive a plaque for herself 
and her name will be engraved on a 
plaque that will be displayed in the 
Townsman lobby and which will be 
added to each year. 

Ms. Gammon was chosen from 
among 17 nominees. Nominations 
came from community members 
who built a case for organizations 
or persons in a one-page letter. 
Five judges reviewed the nomina- 
tions and each was asked to pick 
his or her top three choices. A 
point system was then used to 
determine the winner. 

Judges were Fred Fitzgerald, 
Robert Goldstein, Andrew Gully, 
Ellen Parker and Susan Tucker. 

Ms. Gammon has been very 
involved this year as chairwoman 
of the anniversary committee and 
has a long history of giving her 
time to a variety of town work 
groups. Her work in the Andover 
community actually started with 
her father, she said. 

“I think that’s where all of us get 
our involvement,” Ms. Gammon 
said of herself and her siblings. 

Born in Auburn and living a 
short time in Newton, she moved to 
Andover in 1944 when her parents, 
Eleanor and Harold Heseltine, 
bought the former Ford’s bakery 
and luncheonette, which was in the 
Barnard Building on Main Street. 
Her father ran the eatery until he 
sold it to Tom and Stella Koravos 
in 1955. Her dad served as a presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce 
and was involved in several other 
positions in the town. 

Ms. Gammon’s brother, Charlie 
Heseltine, is a former president of 
the Andover Center Association, 
has helped organize the Race

Against Cancer fund-raiser at 
Phillips Academy for many 
years and is also very involved 
in youth soccer. Her other 
brother, George Heseltine, 
served as a selectman, was 
Chamber of Commerce presi- 
dent and now helps organize 
the Scott Heseltine Memorial 
Hockey Tourney, a fund-raiser 
held in memory of his son who 
was killed in a car accident. 
George has two other sons, 
Charlie, an Andover police offi- 
cer, and George Jr. 


Ms. Gammon’s sister, Mari- 
lyn, is the only sibling who 
moved out of town. She lives on 
Long Island. 

Ms. Gammon married her 
husband, Don, in 1963, and 
lived in Wakefield for two and 
a half years before moving 
back to Andover in 1965. 

“All my friends had moved 
away,” she said, and she didn’t 
know anybody.

Using Andover High School’s new gymna- 
sium for temporary classrooms is still on the 
School Building Committee’s table of 
options, but it’s an option that will probably 
remain tabled, say officials. 

“I don’t think logically it’s a viable solu- 
tion, but we’re doing our due diligence” in 
exploring options, said Jim Marsh, building 
committee chairman. “It just doesn’t feel 
like it’s going to be our recommendation to 
do that.” 

“The sense was from the architect and the 
building committee that they don’t have the 
numbers, but they seem to be backing away 
from that. They gave us the sense that that 
was not the direction they are going in,” 
said Tina Girdwood, School Committee

member. 

The building committee would need the 
approval of the School Committee to use 
portable classrooms or to use the new gym 
for temporary classrooms. 

Dick Neal, superintendent of schools, 
doubts he would recommend such a move, 
but said he would have to review specific 
plans if the building committee ever made 
such a recommendation. 

“I haven't fully discussed this with the 
High School administration but my sense is 
it would be difficult to accept that as an 
alternative,” he said. 

Ms. Girdwood said she has not eliminated 
using the classrooms from her considera- 
tion. 

“I think if they all came up with that as 
the best possible option to deal with the 
phasing then I support that. But part of that 
would be they would have to work very 
closely with the principal of the High 
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School, Ellen Parker,” she said. 

Mr. Marsh said the building 
committee began looking at 
using the gym as temporary 
classrooms to speed up construc- 
tion because the contractor does 
not believe it can renovate all 
the old classrooms during the 
summer. 

Although the current contract 
says the contractor, Stone- 
Congress, must complete work at 
the High School by the end of 
October, Stone-Congress has 
said the project will take until 
February of 1997 to complete. 

“We need to look into other 
available alternatives to expe- 
dite the current completion date 
for the High school and move it 
up to the original completion 
date — near when the school 
opens and students return in the 
fall,” said Mr. Marsh. 

But Mr. Marsh also said of the 
building committee that “We’re 
going to do what we have to to 
hold his (the contractor’s) feet to 
the fire and get him out of there” 
as required by the contract.

A New Hampshire superior court 
judge threw out all 595 pornography 
charges against David O. Cobb last 
week, but the prosecutor said this 
week he will seek to re-indict the for- 
mer Phillips Academy teacher on all 
charges. 

“He quashed the indictments on 
the child pornography charges and 
we'll re-indict at the end of this 
month,” Lincoln Soldati, Stratford 
County attorney prosecuting the case, 
said Wednesday morning. 

The judge left in place the single 
charge of attempted felonious sexual 
assault. The trial date is set for March 
18, but Mr. Soldati said the start will 
likely be pushed back due to a 
scheduling conflict. 
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Porn charges against David Cobb dropped 


Stratford County Superior Court 
Judge Joseph Nadeau ruled last week 
that the pornography charges did not 
specify that Mr. Cobb was not covered 
by an exemption clause in the state’s 
pornography law. “By not saying that 
it doesn’t apply, we have not charged a 
complete offense under the statute,” 
Mr. Soldati said. “The inapplicability 
is one of the elements of the offense.” 

The exemption is intended to pro- 
tect those not directly profiting from 
the offense, such as librarians, motion 
picture projectionists and candy ven- 
dors in movie theaters, Mr. Soldati 
said. He said the judge’s action is not 
really a setback and is “more of an 
annoyance.” But, assuming the judge 
is correct, he should have included the 
exemption in the indictment, he said.

“Fortunately, it’s not one of those 
mistakes that cost you a great deal,” 
he said. 

He will seek to re-indict Mr. Cobb 
on all the charges when the next 
grand jury convenes on Jan. 25. 

Mr. Cobb’s attorneys, Cathy J. 
Green and Phil Utter, in a handful of 
other motions filed with the court, 
will try to show that Mr. Cobb was 
stopped without sufficient evidence, 
that statements made by Mr. Cobb to 
police prior to his being charged 
should not be allowed, and that evi- 
dence garnered as a result of those 
statements should also not be allowed. 
They also challenge the legality of the 
search and seizure of Mr. Cobb’s car 
and a knapsack he had with him when

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Book helps mend hearts

r a time it was the book no publisher 
Pivraned a children’s book about death. 
Too serious for kids, the publishers 
thought. Too depressing. 

But Andover teacher Maureen Wittbold, 
of Carisbrooke Street, says she didn’t write 
her book, Mending Peter's Heart, with mar- 
keting strategy in mind. She wrote it because 
she saw her nephew, her friends and her own 
children dealing with the deaths of family 
members and friends. 

“It was healing for me. As I was writing 
the book I was thinking, ‘If you were in the 
store looking for something, would this help 
you?’ And it would help me,” she says. 

Ultimately, Portunus Publishing agreed 
the story could help adults explain death, so 
it published Mending Peter’s Heart. It is Ms. 
Wittbold’s first book. 

In Mending Peter’s Heart, kindly neighbor 
Mr. MacIntyre helps young Peter to accept 
the death of Peter’s beloved dog, Mishka. Mr. 
MacIntyre listens to Peter and tells him 
about the feelings he had when his wife died. 

“At one point Mr. Mac is crying and I 
think you have to realize that healing is an 
on-going process,” says Ms. Wittbold. “It’s 
called Mending Peter's Heart.

The new Palmer’s Restaurant 
restaurant will seek permission from 
the Board of Health to expand the food 
service in its bar area after an alleged 
violation of the smoking bylaw last 
week led to only a limited menu being 
offered there. 

An anonymous complainant recent- 
ly reported to the Board of Health that 
one member of his or her party had 
been served from the restaurant’s din- 


ner menu in the pub. The town’s smok- 
ing regulation only allows “finger 
foods” to be served in pubs where 
smoking is allowed, according to 
Everett Penney, town health director. 
“We investigated that complaint and 
found it was valid,” Mr. Penney said. 
According to Mr. Penney, Palmer’s 
owner, John Ingalls, in December 
applied for the continued use of the 
variance held by the previous estab- 
lishment in that building, Eighteen 
Elm Street, which allowed smoking in 
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the bar area with the restricted menu. 
The health department inspected the 
establishment and granted the extend- 
ed use. When confronted with the alle- 
gation, the management did not deny 
the violation, according to Mr. Penney. 

Mr. Ingalls said this week he has 
agreed to limit the pub menu for the 
time being. He said he will ask the 
Board of Health at its meeting this 
Monday night, Jan. 8, if he can ban 
smoking in the bar during the day and 
open that area to the full dinner menu,

then have only the bar menu available 
in that area at night and allow smok- 
ing. 

Grill 98 on River Road was issued a 
variance to address a somewhat simi- 
lar situation there. In that case, they 
serve the full menu in the show area 
and don’t allow smoking until 8 p.m., 
show time, after which the food is 
restricted and smoking is allowed. 

The town’s smoking bylaw does not 
allow smoking in restaurants or public

SMOKING AND DENTAL DISEASE 

According to research conducted at the New England 
Research Institute, elderly men and women who smoke are at 
higher risk for dental disease. Long-term use of tobacco is 
associated with greater tooth loss, tooth decay, and periodontal 
disease. And, while giving up this unhealthful habit at any time 
improves overall health, quitting the habit in later life does not 
reverse the effects that a prolonged period of smoking has on the 
teeth of older people.

involvement in the League of Women 
Voters where she eventually served as 
vice president. 

Next, she got involved with the 
Andona Society and was treasurer 
there for two years. Then her daughter, 
Dainia, was born and Ms. Gammon 
slowed down for a while. 

Her involvement in community 
activities picked up again with her ser- 
vice on the board of directors of the A 
Better Chance Program in 1973-74. It 
was around that time that former 
selectman Bill Dalton talked to her 
about the town’s bicentennial celebra- 
tion. She only expressed some interest 
in getting involved, but Mr. Dalton 
went back to then town manager May- 
nard Austin and said, “I have a chair- 
man for you,” according to Ms. Gam 
mon.

“So I chaired the bicentennial for 
two and a half years,” she said. “That 
was a real committment.” 

She was awarded the Chamber of 
Commerce's Community Service 
Award in 1976 for her work on the 
bicentennial. And in the midst of the 
centennial work she also had her sec- 
ond daughter, Erin, now 20. 

She also chaired Phillips Academy’s 
bicentennial celebration in 1976. 

Then there were Brownies and Girl 
Scouts and teaching religious educa- 
tion classes for 10 years, and at the 
same time taking one daughter to soc- 
cer practices and the other to dance 
lessons. 

“One was on the soccer field and one 
was on the dance stage all the time it 
seemed.” 

Ms. Gammon was back on the 
municipal scene by 1979, getting her- 
self elected to the Board of Selectmen 
where she served for the next six 
years, including two as chairwoman. 
During that stint two big projects the 
board worked on were the $12 million 
upgrade to the water treatment plant 
and the hiring of a new town manager 
~ Ken Mahony. She credits Mr. Maho- 
ny for much of the building work the 
town has done in the last 10 years. 

“We wouldn’t have Punchard High 
(now town offices), this library, or Old 
Town Hall if it weren't for that man. 
They can say what they want about 
that man, but he was a mover and a 
doer.” 

She also credited Mr. Mahony for 
helping a lot of people behind the 
scenes, including finding people jobs, 
firewood, transportation and housing. 

“So many elderly people he helped 
in this town and no one knows about it. 
He had his faults, but he did a wonder- 
ful job for this town.” 


Ms. Gammon served as a trustee of 
Memorial Hall Library from 1986 to 
1988, when she started working there 
as a paid employee. She was also serv- 
ing on the Andover Historical Society, 
where she was president from 1986-’88, 
and of which she is still a member of 
its board of directors. She has also 
been a member of the Historical Com- 
mission since 1990. 

It was during her early years on the 
Historical Society that plans were 
approved for renovation of the Old 
Town Hall, and that work was subse- 
quently completed. 

“I worked with the Historical Soci- 
ety to save that building. God did we 
work hard to save that. That was a 
tough sell. I think we should be very 
proud of that building. It was either 
that or a parking lot.” 

She was an honoree in 1995 of the 
TWIN Award: Merrimack Valley Trib- 
ute to Women in Business and Indus- 
try. 

Today her work with the 350th Com- 
mittee is keeping Ms. Gammon busy. 

“When we started I said I would get 
them going, but I was not chairing it.” 

But she let herself be talked into it 
and in the last year she personally has 
attended 178 organizational meetings 
related to the celebration. 

With all her community work, Ms. 
yammon still finds time for family and 
her hobbies such as quilting, needle 
point and some painting. 

“But I don’t do near the painting | 
used to,” she said. “I’m just an energet- 
ic person.” 

She also collects bricks and tries to 
get one from every building that is ren- 
ovated or torn down in town. She told a 
story of when Don Byrne, a selectman 
at the time, was walking home one 
night and decided to get her a brick 
from the library, which was undergo- 
ing renovation. He climbed up on the 
building to do so just as a police cruis- 
er happened by. The officer eyed him, 
put the spotlight on him and ordered 
him down, telling him that he was on 
private property. Mr. Byrne said later 
that he felt so silly climbing down and 
having to explain to the officer that he 
was a selectman and was taking a 
brick for Ms. Gammon’s collection. 


Giving back 

Of all her community involvement 
positions, a couple have been special. 

“I loved the bicentennial. I met so 
many people and we had so much fun 
with it,” Ms. Gammon said. 

As a selectman, one hears all the 
grumbling and has people calling all 
the time to complain, she said. And in 
her work with the Historical Commis- 
sion there is always a leaky roof or 
something else that needs to be 
replaced. But on the bicentennial or 
anniversary committees, it’s not like 
that, she said. 


“They're doing this just for fun,” she 
said of the volunteers on those commit- 
tees. “They're all so dedicated. It’s just 
a great group of people.”

tonight, Jan. 4, said Marjorie Dennis, 
building committee vice-chairwoman. 

Jim Marsh, building committee 
chairman, has told residents the state 
has indicated it will reimburse at 60 
percent another $2.83 million for the 
High School project. Most officials’ dis- 
cussions have centered around how 
much of this $2.83 million will be need- 
ed — and around what that money will 
buy. 

However, Michael Parsons, building 
committee member, said, as part of a 
worse case scenario, he believes as 
much as $5 million could be needed to 
deliver the project residents originally 
approved. 

Mr. Parsons said construction work- 
ers have barely begun renovating the 
old High School building, and renova- 
tion is normally considered the more 
difficult part of a construction project. 

“We've gone through the contingen- 
cy on relatively clean construction,” he 
said. “I don’t believe there’s just a 
shortfall of $800,000. I believe it’s signif- 
icantly more. I don’t know what the 
number is, but there’s also $1.7 million 
in litigation. If you add just those two 
numbers you get $2.5 million. 

“On my end I have a lack of faith in 
the process, a lack of faith in the archi- 
tect, a lack of faith in the contractor, 
and a lack of faith in the consultant 
because I’ve been at this for 20 months 
now. I look at this and say ‘I don’t 
believe what anybody’s saying.’ 

“No one seems to be taking the gen- 
eral opinion of a pox on all their hous- 
es. What is the problem here? What is 
the appropriate thing to do?” he said. “I 
as a committee member have not the 
slightest bit of belief in the ($800,000) 
number.” 

Ms. Dennis disagreed that the price 
tag could climb toward $5 million, say- 
ing, “The lawsuit has nothing to do 
with the money” officials will ask for at 
Town Meeting. 

“In my estimation, whatever monies 
we’re looking for will be to finish the 
building and add back in any of the 
things we had to eliminate, such as the 
outdoor track resurfacing,” she said. 

Mr. Marsh also says the lawsuit will 
not be an issue while creating the 
Town Meeting article. It could take 
years to resolve the suit, he said. “As 
far as I’m concerned we’ve responded 
in a very fair and reasonable manner 
to the contractor. Anything can hap- 
pen in a court of law, if it goes that far, 
but we’ve bent over backwards. We 
also have two lawyers who agree with 
that opinion, our lawyer and (architec- 
tural company) Flansburgh’s lawyer. 
As far as I’m concerned the town will 
not have to shell out any additional 
money so I wouldn’t even put (the law- 
suit) in that category.” 

Last Thursday, town and school offi- 
cials toured the High School and were 
updated on the progress and reminded 
about some of the cuts that have been 
made. Included in the cuts were 
replacement and additional windows,

and additional gym bleachers to hold 
an all-school assembly. The High 
School is being built to hold 1,700 stu- 
dents but the Collins Center only seats 
about 1,250.

While officials are debating what 
items to include again if Town Meeting 
approves money, because there’s cur- 
rently no contingency money left, offi- 
cials will continue cutting from the fur- 
niture budget just to get to Town Meet- 
ing. 

By that time, they hope to know 
more specifically what each additional 
tax dollar will add back to the project. 

The School Committee may need to 
change its educational specifications 
for the project if too many cuts are 
required.

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Dick Collins retires after 37 years on AHS gridiron

He patrolled the 
sidelines with a patent- 
ed sense of urgency. 

The familiar short, 
quick steps carried the 
coach back and forth a 
hundred times between 
the 30 yard lines every 
game. Several million 
times since 1959. 

‘A fierce competitor 

His head _ often 
bowed, undoubtedly 
contemplating his 
team’s next move or a 
move to be made five 
minutes later. 

A clipboard was 
always clenched in his 
right hand, as if glued 
to the fingers, and 
often from habit or 
adrenalin rush it 
tapped against his 
thigh. When he barked 
a command his players 

“and assistant coaches 
listened. But beneath 
the lion's breast beat a 
heart of gold. 

A heart not quite as 
strong as it was six 
months ago. Weakened 
by time, years of hard 
work, dedication and a 
consuming desire to do 
the job well. 

An Andover sports 
era came to a bitter- 
sweet close last week 
when Dick Collins, 
who took the reins of 
the AHS football pro- 
“gram when Dwight D. 
Eisenhower was presi- 
dent, officially 
announced his retire- 
ment as teacher-coach 
after 37 years, 221 vic 
tories, six league cham- 
pionships and two 
Eastern Mass. Division 
2 Super Bow! titles. 

His departure is bit- 
tersweet only because 
the man has become 
such a fixture, from 
Labor Day to Thanks- 
giving, on the sidelines 
wat Eugene V. Lovely 
Field and other high 
school gridirons 
throughout the region. 

Which is more sea- 
sonable, the leaves 
changing color or Dick 
Collins putting another 
Golden Warrior foot- 
ball team through its 
paces? 

The decision was 
tinged with sadness 
but far from a surprise. 

It had been antici- 
pated ever since the 
multiple Hall of Fame 
coach underwent quin- 
tuple by-pass surgery 
in a Boston hospital 
late last June, ironical- 
ly on the eve of the day 
he was to receive the 
Andover Community 
Service Award for his 
untiring efforts on 

«behalf of local youth. 


And yet despite the 
predictability, it seems 
inconceivable _ that 
Collins, an Andover 
High institution, will 
not be at the helm once 
again next fall. 

He won't be far 
away, however, lend- 
ing his experience and 
dispensing his consid- 
erable knowledge 
approximately three 
miles up the road at 
Merrimack College. 

There he will help 
close friend and former 
Chelmsford High head 
coach Tom Caito. initi- 
ate the varsity football 
program for another 
group of not-so-golden 
Warriors. 

Caito will lead and 
Collins will assist on 
the offensive side of the 
ball, where his innova- 
tions through the years 
helped revolutionize 
the way local high 
school football is 
played. Some time ago 
Collins knew in his 
heart, both literally 
and figuratively, this 
would be his final sea- 
son as Andover coach. 

It is remarkable, a 
testament to modern 
medicine as well as 
Collins’ durability and 
love of the game, that 
he was able to bounce 
back quickly enough to 
coach this fall. 

With the blessing of 
superintendent of 
schools Dick Neal, 
Collins was allowed to 
go on sick leave in mid 
October and spend 
only half of each day at 
school. He gave up his 
position as chairman 
of the history depart- 
ment at Andover High. 

He delayed the offi- 
cial revelation of his 
AHS football retire- 
ment until after the 
annual post-season 
team banquet (Dec. 10), 
and until after he had 
been able to privately 
tell his closest friends. 

“It was a very, very 
difficult decision,” said 
coach Collins. “This 
job as teacher and 
coach has been my life. 
You don’t surrender 
more than four decades 
of work easily. 

“In the end it was a 
doctor's decision, made 
on my doctor's advice. 
I was really agonizing 
over what to do until I 
met with my doctors 
and then with Jimmy 
(Andover High athletic 
director Hurley). Jim- 
my has been very sup- 
portive and is also 
looking out for my best 
interests as well as the 
good of the program.

tough 21-15 loss late in 


the season to Billerica. 

A 14-13 victory over 
highly-regarded Lowell 
and a thrilling 25-24 tri- 
umph over Chelmsford 
and good friend Caito 
highlighted the last 
campaign. 

His personal all- 
time favorite game 
remains the 21-20 
overtime Super Bowl 
win against Salem in 
1974, when Glenn Ver- 
rette caught the tying 
TD pass and current 
special teams’ coach 
Peter Reilly kicked the 
winning PAT. 

The Golden War- 
riors’ four-year, 40- 
game undefeated 
Streak (39-0-1) from 
1973-'76, marred only 
by a mud-soaked 6-6 
Thanksgiving Day tie 
with Central Catholic, 
remains one of the 
longest in 


sachusetts history. 

Collins has been 
inducted into four ath- 
letic Halls of Fame. 

He earned his bach- 
elor’s degree from 
Dartmouth College, a 
master’s degree from 
the University of 
Rhode Island and a 
master’s of education 
degree from the Uni- 
versity of Lowell. 

He lives with his 
second wife, Barbara, 
in Andover. He has 
nine children and step- 
children and 10 grand- 
children. 

The process of find- 
ing a successor will 
begin shortly.

Ballardvale 
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Andover’s former mill village

ocated in the original Native 
American fishing grounds along 
the banks of the River 
Shawsheen, the self-contained mill 
community of Ballardvale once pulsed 
with activity, parallel to and quite inde 
pendent of Main Street, Andover. The 
industries that mobilized it from 1850 to 
1910 are gone, but the spirit remains. 
Leaving the rolling meadows and 
stately houses of the Hills of the Phillips 
Academy area, and traveling south and 
turning onto Andover Street and pro- 
ceeding down toward the mills, the area 
known as Ballardvale begins to reveal 
Its personality. Serene and unpreten 
tious, the mixed architecture of the 
houses, thrifty in design and carefully 
detailed, captures the aura of a differ 
ent time, a different class 
In 1850 John and William Marland. 
the original venture 
Ballardvale, in association with several 
other investors, purchased parts of the 
surrounding areas to establish the 
Ballardvale Manufacturing Company 
They named the village Ballardvale. 
ifter Timothy Ballard, who owned the 
property along the river and ran a saw 
mill and a tavern 
The mills of Andover, from the heart 
of Ballardvale, on the banks of. the 
Shawsheen were “moving Ballardval 
Into an industrial surge,” according to 
Ruth Sharpe, 84, a life-long resident of 


capitalists of 


Ballardvale, and the resident historian. 
She presented a slide show for many 
years at the Andover Historical 
Society, interspersed with her commen- 
tary along with tea and cookies. A 
reduced version of the slide-show in the 
form of a video is now available at the 
Historical Society. 

Reflecting an amazing spirit of entre- 


preneurship amidst a sturdy stock of 


New England working class, 
Ballardvale bustled with healthy capi- 
talism during the period between 1850 
and 1910. J. Willard & Son's Pottery, 
The Whipple File Company, the 
Ballardvale Spring Co. bottling mineral 
water and exporting worldwide, and 
the Craighead and Kintz bronze and 
lamp factory (with showrooms in New 
York) kept Ballardvale humming, along 
with the manufacture of locomotives by 
the Ballardvale Machine Shops 

John Marland, enterprising and bub 
bling with ideas, was the driving force 
in the small-scale industrial revolution 
happening in Ballardvale during this 
period. He planted mulberry 
along the banks of the Shawsheen with 
hopes of producing silk. Unfortunately, 
Mr. Marland did not consider the harsh 
New England winter that did a number 
on the silk worms, and the silk industry 
never materialized. Some of the mul 
berry Survived as a 
reminder of the ambitious experiment

starts sloping down to the mill, there 
stands to the right, a mansion, spectac- 
ularly ornate and an intriguing sur 
prise, half hidden among the trees. 
Around 18438, inspired by his trips to 
Europe, John Marland built this house, 


modeled after the great mansions of 


England, at an expense of $60,000. 

Not unlike many businesses that 
have gone south today due to poor man 
agement, John Marland rode the 
Ballardvale Manufacturing Company 
to the ground and filed bankruptcy 


Purchased by Captain J.P. Bradlee of 


Boston, re-engineered and right-sized, 
the company returned a profit within 
two years. Captain Bradlee sailed to 
Australia, at a time when the Panama 
Canal did not exist, and returned with 


ideas for his woolen’ mills’ in 
Ballardvale. In 1892, his flannels won 
awards and world recognition at the 
Chicago World’s Fair. 

Although he never lived there, 
Captain Bradlee bought the mansion 
from Marland and turned it into a sum- 
mer house and living quarters for the 
agents of the company. He added a 
library with bay windows and opened it 
to the residents of Ballardvale. He also 
gifted the town with a community hall 
and school, and sponsored many cul- 
tural events and lectures. The present 
residents of the mansion, which is now 
an apartment building, enjoy the mar- 
ble mantles and the ambiance that John 
Marland envisioned.

It was a beauti 
fully located village in the valley and 
as I stepped off the train I was 
impressed not only with the natural 
beauty but its neat and thrifty 
appearance.” 

In its prime, Ballardvale boasted a 
railroad depot, post office, library, 
millinery and shoe shops, taverns 
churches, a school and entertain 
ment hall. Some of these are active 
today, like the post office, the depot 
and the shops. The dance hall, canoe 
club and the clambake on the river 
bank are only memories 

The area attracted skilled work 
ers, mostly Scotch, English, Irish and 
later Germans, who lived in houses 
built and owned by the companies 
and who later purchased the proper 
ty from the company 
Today

Early social structure established two parishes, two towns 


Reprint From the Andover Historical 
Society Newsletter, summer 1992, written 
by Elinor Abbot and adapted for this 
anniversary series by — Barbara 
Thibault. 
Andover was incorporated in 1646 as 
a Puritan church-town, one of the first 
, inland settlements of the expanding 
Massachusetts Bay Colony. A choice 
site, it had good water, fish, streams 
suitable for mills, bog iron, clay 
deposits and fertile land. So promising 
was it that Simon Bradstreet, third 
most prominent man in the Colony, was 
willing to leave the coast to serve as 
civil and military leader of the new set 
tlement. Mr. Bradstreet was also broth 
er-in-law of John Woodbridge, 
Andover’s first minister. The founding 
group of settlers who joined Mr. 
Bradstreet and Mr. Woodbridge came 
from several of the coastal towns, par- 
. ticularly Newbury. Andover grew, 
although it suffered troubles from with- 
out and within, including: Indian 
attacks; smallpox; quarrels over land, 
the minister and meeting house; and 
the witch trials of 1692. In 1710 residents 
of the south and east parts of the town 
were finally granted their petition to 
form a second parish. The two parishes 
_ later became today’s North Andover 


and Andover. 

The importance of the colonists’ dif 
ferent British backgrounds helps one 
understand the history of social con 
flict in Andover. These British immi 
grants brought with them various eth 
nic and regional customs and loyalties, 
which they retained in the new envi 
ronment and which help explain the 
layout of the initial settlement as well 
as neighborhood development over 
time. They also illuminate marriage 
patterns and social conflicts and can be 
traced in the membership of the two 
parishes after 1710. 

Of Andover's “First-Comers,” Simon 
Bradstreet was from Lincolnshire and 
John Stevens, Oxford; but Woodbridge, 
his brother, Osgood, Frye, Faulkner, the 
Parker brothers, the Poores and possible 
Holt came from Hampshire or Wiltshire. 
This latter group was dominant in num- 
bers and land in Andover. They also 
formed a substantial part of the inner 
circle known as the Covenantors, the 
unit of 10 men required to start a church. 
Among the other founders were three 
men listed as Scots and William Ballard 
was possibly of Welsh origin. 

A reconstruction of house lots as 
they were first laid out in the old town 
center represents how Mr. Bradstreet 


and many Covenantors settled in the 
north end, nearest the Merrimack 
River, have the largest lots on the desir- 
able high end of the ridges, which 
flanked the meeting house. The Scots, 
servants and others with small lots 
were clustered in the desirable 
south end of the original settlement. 

Mr. Woodbridge left after only one 
vear. A new social force entered the 
scene with Francis Dane, the new minis 
ter. Mr. Bradstreet’s influence may have 
brought him, since he and the Dane fam- 
ily had probably been in Ipswich togeth- 
er earlier. The Chandler brothers and 
George Abbot arrived at about the same 
time as the Danes. These three families 
were from Hertfordshire and were 
already allied by marriage. 

By the late 1640s, the colonists had 
constructed almost a microcosm of the 
Britain they had left: competing groups 
of English after control of the best land, 
with an unassimilated “Celtic fringe” 
of non-English in the margins around. 
Reconstruction of lot ownership in the 
town center after 1670 shows fascinat- 
ing changes. The Covenantors or their 
in-laws had gained control of most of 
the house lots around the meeting 
house and the town center. Rev. Dane 
was still minister and living in the par-

sonage. Abbot, Thomas Chandler, 
Ballard and Christopher Osgood were 
probably living on their farm lands far- 
ther south near the Shawsheen River, 
where they and others from the origi- 
nal settlement eventually moved and 
became the covenanting members of 
the new South Parish.

The Study Committee evaluated the

here and have fond memories of the Mill 
community,” said Mr. Barash. “I was 
amazed at the great deal of pride they felt 
In Ballardvale as a community and the 
desire to preserve it, not as a relic of the 
past, or in the way some people would 
cover their furniture with plastic,” but 
as a living, thriving neighborhood that 
remembers its origin and heritage 

Ruth Sharpe’s grandfather immigrat 
ed from Germany, found employment 
with the Craighead and Kintz Co., and 
settled his family in Ballardvale. A mem 
ber of the  Ballardvale Historic 
Commission and the Andover Historical 
Society, Ms. Sharpe inherited her inter 
est in the history and preservation of the 
area from her grandfather 

“We visited my grandparents every 
Sunday. After supper he would take me 


for a walk through the woods and the 
village and he would point out the hous 
es and talk of the people who lived 
there.” 

“Most picturesque scenic excursion 
in Eastern Massachusetts” claims a 


post card printed in 1915 with a route of 


the Ballard Line, a boat cruise that 
brought picnickers to the Shawsheen 
River grove. “A five-mile excursion for 
25 cents for a sail amongst the shallow 
brooks and lily ponds, where the wild 
ife and natural flora and fauna are 
seen at their best.” 

Ms. Sharpe lives 1n the same house 
that she did as a Child, behind which 
runs the Shawsheen, and where there 
used to be the canoe club. The water 
level then was high enough that “I used 


to take a dip in it in the evenings in the 


‘The building has to stop,” Ruth 
Sharpe said, referring to the rapid 
development taking place around the 
area. “In all the years I have lived here 
I never saw raccoons and skunks in my 
backyard. They're being forced out of 
their natural surroundings with all this 
tearing down of the woodlands.” 

From the Ballardvale train station, 
where the extension of the B&M rail 
road's maiden voyage rolled into the 
station in 1848, up Tewksbury Street, 
around Marland and Oak streets, from 
the top of Center Street strolling down 
the straight long Stretch, gently circling 
the tiny village green, the area remains 
largely untouched by change and 
evokes images of the immigrant work 
ing class America that made it home at 
the turn of the century
